EASE LIKELY TO CONTINUE 


Enormous War Disbursements Insure 


the Market Against Scarcity for 
More than a Day or Two at a 
Time— More Business on Stock 
Exchange.

LONDON, June 3.—The ebb tide in our 

money market lodks as though it may 
not yet be quite at its ebb. Throughout 
the week just passed a quiet struggle 
went between those held bills 
and those who held money as to whether 
the discount rate should be maintained 
at above 2% per cent., or go below it. 
Thus far money wins. Occasionally 
2 9-16 per cent. has been quoted, but the 
rule has been 2% per cent. a mini- 
mum for bills up to three months, 
since the bank rate was allowed to stand 
at 3% per cent. the market has been 
faintly harder. 

But short loans continue cheap. Sev- 
en-day advances have not risen above 
2 per cent. at any time, although we 
have had both an ordinary and a consol 
Stock Exchange settlement to provide 
for, not to speak of upward of £3,000,000 
in calls on new issues of capital. Once 
or twice a day money has advanced to 
2\ per cent., but more often it has fallen 
under 2 per cent. 

Should money keep thus cheap, dis- 
count rates will sink further, and will 
not be pulled up again until foreign Ex- 
changes relapse to points threatening 
to our stock of gold. This is still slen- 
der, only £1,000,000 more, in fact, than 
it was at the beginning of the year, and 
because it is as it is we must still be- 
ware of sudden revolutions in the atti- 
tude of the market. 

Dealers in credit calculate that we 
shall have a 3 per cent. bank rate this 
week, and they declare that this will in- 
sure cheapness right up to the end of 
August, with perhaps a trifling squeeze 
at the end of June. I cannot fully in- 
dorse this view, but at the same time 
see nothing material to urge against it, 
because the enormous war disbursements 
of the Government insure the market 
against scarcity for more than a day or 
two at a time, such as when the in- 
stallments of the war loan fall payable. 
Our beautiful system of credit enables 
us to utilize documents representing 
money spent as instruments for creat- 
ing still more money. Everything goes 
like clockwork so long as our gold is un- 
touched, 

The stock markets last week were all 
“ Kafirs."" Whitsuntide has interrupted 
the speculation, but if no bad news 
comes meanwhile from South Africa, an 
enormous development of active gam- 
bling may be looked for, not only in 
these mining and land shares, but else- 
where, It only needs beginning, and 
will soon extend to every class of stock.
